(b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

There  are  11  slaughterhouses  in  use  in  the  district, 

(1  registered  and  10  licensed. }«  The  condition  of  the  majority 
of  these  premises  is  far  below  standards  Some  are  wooden 
•structures  in  a  dilapidated  condition,  insufficiently  lighted 
and  improperly  drained.  Only  four  of  these  slaughterhouses  are 
connected  to  the  sewer,  the  remainder  have  primitive  drainage, 
making  the  premises  unsuitable  for  the  preparation  of  food*  At 
the  end  of  the  year  a  special  report  was  prepared  on  the  premises 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 
This  report  was  not  considered  by  the  Health  Committee  until 
early  1940. 

During  the  year,  .1127  visits  were  made  to  slaughterhouses, 
shops  and  stalls.
